Last week I wrote about fertiliz- 
er application amongst other things. 
One point that should be borne in 
mind is that, less profit can be ex- 
pected from an application of fertil- 
izer on stubble land than can be 
obtained by the same application on 
summer fallow. However, it is felt 
that in the control of root-rots, and 
in prompting early rapid growth, 
such an application will be profit- 
able on summer fallow or stubble 
land, We can expect a much heavier 
growth of stubble after our fertiliz- 
ers have been applied thus increas- 
ing our trash cover. 

After three crops, we may find it 
necessary to summer fallow or in- 
corporate some of this trash into 
the soil. How best to do this is a 
problem. We do not want to lose all 
our trash or we will be exposing 
our land to wind and water erosion. 
It would be wise to do our first 
cultivation with a blade  weeder, 
and if necessary, to cultivate sey- 
eral more times. The other culti- 
vations can be done by the tiller: 
at tht correct angle and speed of 
operation, 

Our weed seeds are somewhat 
oily and do not germinate readily, 
therefore they can remain in the 
soil for auite a length of time. We 
can expect to have many of these 
buried seeds germinate after we 
start to summer fallow, and incorp- 
orate the accumulated trash, If you 
are worried about erosion, perhaps 
a spray operation could be used 
to kill such germinated weed seeds. 

We now have set up a proposed 
conversation program to help main- 
tain our soil. We know that the 
population of the world must be fed 
and fed correctly.

BLEEDING WOUNDS— Bleeding in spurts indicates severing of an artery. Steady | 
flow indicates a vein has been cut, Bleeding from an artery should be stopped by ap- | 
plying pressure of the thumb, a compress or cloth pad over the artery at a point be- | 
tween the bleeding wound and the heart. In bleeding from a vein (steady flow), press- i 
ure should be applied on the side away from the heart. Where bleeding is not severe, a | 
compress over the open wound should be sufficient. If bleeding is very severe, turniquet | 
inay be made by tieing handkerchief, cloth, bolt, stray or neck-tie around the part over iI 
compress and using small stick, pencil, or similar article with which to twist and 

tighten. Do not twist too hard, just enough to stop bleeding, Loosen every twenty min- 

utes to let a little blood escape. Keep the part elevated.
